dent Nixon is sending personal 
fight-inflation appeals to 2,200 
leaders of business and labor— 
his first concerted effort to so- 
licit wage-price restraint. 


The White House said letters

liis nationwide radio address in 
which he asked all citizens to 
"bear the burden of restraint in 
their personal credit and pur- 
chasing decisions, so as to re- 
duce the pressures that help 
drive prices out of sight." 


Nixon said Friday the admin- 


istration is prescribing "bitter 
medicine" in an effort to hold 
down living costs, and: 


"I can report to you that the 


medicine has begun to work. 
There will be no overnight cure, 
but we are oti the road to recov- 
ery from the disease of runaway 


prices. 


In his address, Nixon called 


on labor "lo base their wage de- 
mands on (he new prospect of a 
return toward price stability." 
He urged businessmen "to base

mainly at housewives, and they 
showed mixed reaction.
